Richard Free was out of town and asked
Clair Bosen to conduct the meeting. The meeting was called to order by Clair Bosen, with the
following present: Clair Bosen, Judy Phillips, Reed Swann, Hank povey, Jim Naylor, Andrew
Beutler, Justin Roberts, Allan Swainston, Robert P. Smith, Robert Swainston, Lyle W. porter,
Bob Erickson, Clare Christensen, Royce Christensen, Brian Jensen and Michael Holliday from
the IDWU Eastern region office.

The minutes of March 4,2019 were read. Robert Swainston made a motion to approve the
minutes and clare christensen seconcled it. The motion passed.

Adjudication was talked about. It was said that the elected officials took this to legislature and
probably next year the process will starl down here in our area. Mr Holliday from the State said it
will cost 8 to 10 million dollars. It may take around 1 0 years, and potenti uily

claims from the 4 basins. It will cost the water users 10 to 20Yo foi nting fees the rest will come
from a general fund that the tax payers will pick up. Mr. Holliday said rihere they finished the
Snake River adjudicationin20l4,the case law issues have already been resolved, but there may
be new issues on the Bear.

The State proposed making changes to Idaho Code so that the counties would not be able to
collect expenses or assessments for water districts.
President Free e-mailed a letter to IDWR asking for this not to be changed. In the letter
President Free said how it would be added costs, and time. We would have to open a bank
account in which we keep no balance of funds to even open an account, and we would have to
keep a minimum balance to keep it active and to not pay monthly fees. This would be additional
costs to us and increase paper work and time to administer these changes.
We received an e-mail back later, stating that "they have not changed the county's procedures for
collection of district assessments and payments oldistrict expenses,'.
We are very happy for this.

Clair asked for a motion for the assessment be levied and collected by the Franklin County
Treasurer prior to the irrigation season. Clare Christensen made a motion and Hank povey
seconded it. The motion passed.

Nominations were open for officers for the coming year, Clare Christensen made a motion to
leave the officers as they are: Richard Free President and Judy Phillips Secretary. Robert p.
Smith seconded it. The motion passed.

Nominations were open for a watermaster Robert P. Smith nominated Reed Swann. The motion
passed unanimously.



The secretary read the proposed budget, Watermasters salary $3,000.00, Workers Comp.
Insurance $300.00 and Franklin County Collection Fee of $99.00 a total of $3,399.00.
Robert P. Smith made a motion to accept the budget, Robert Swainston seconded it. The motion
passed.

Reed Swann said on the Clause ditch, the measuring is difficult to get the proper reading. He
will get with Lyla at the ASC office and they will provide a measuring staff compatible with the
system there.

Hank Povey asked if any of the districts talked to their companies as per the minutes of last year,
to see if they would be willing to help with funding of Clair going to IDWR conferences. No one
answered. Hank stated he felt it was important to have representation from our area at these
meetings.

Mike Holliday reported that snow survey in our area was about II0% and said it looks good.

Next meeting will be the 1't Monday in March, March r, 2021 at 1 1 :00 A.M.

Allan Swainston made a motion to dismiss the meeting, Robert P. Smith seconded it. The
meeting adjourned.
